Every step of their 
journey waa marked by the wildest 



regiment of Barcelona, one of the most 
aristocratic military organizations of 
the Spanish army and 14 non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates. 

Lieut Aries and a number of the 
men were wounded in the fight at El 
Caney. The Spanish prisoners were 
taken through the American lines 
mounted and blindfolded. 

The meeting between Col. Astorand 
.Maj. Irles was extremely courteous 
but very formal and no attempt was 
made by either of them to discuss any- 
thing but the matter in hand. 

Maj. Irles was given his choice of 
three Spanish lieutenants in exchange 
for Hobson and was also informed that 
he could have- all of the 14 men in ex- 
change for the American sailors. The 
Spanish officers selected Lieut Aries, 
and the other two Spanish officers 
were conducted bock to Juragua. 

It was not later than 4 o'clock, and 
just as everything was finished and the 
two parties were separating, Maj. Irles 
turned and said courteously enough, 
but in a tone which indicated consid- 
erable defiance, and gave his hearers 
the impression that he desired hostil- 
ities to be renewed at once: 

"Our understanding is, gentlemen, 
that this truce comes to an end at 5
